OTTAWA, Oct. 16—The plan | 
to make Canada the air training 
centre of the British Empire calis | 
for the expenditure of $700,000,- 
000 per year of which a substan- 

tial part will fall upon Ottawa. 
Indeed, as the other British gov- 
ernments will pay according to | 
the cost of training pilots, the 
Prospect is that the whole of the | 
initial expenditure will have to 
be financed by Ottawa. 

There are grave doubts that the 
plan can be put into effect as 
rapidly as hoped for. Hence, the 
statement from the British mis- 
sion that the figure of $700,000,000 
for the first year is too high. 
Nevertheless, if the weather 
holds good and preliminary work 
can be rushed, the cost may well 
reach this total. 

The great obstacle to the effec- 
tive working out of the scheme is 
the fact that this country starts | 
from a standstill. According to the | 
figures put on Hansard last spring, | 
the Canadian air force personnel 
comprises less than 4,000 officers | 
and men. Yet the personnel re- 
quired when the greater plan be- 
gins to move will exceed 15,000 of- 
ficers and men

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The Cables Are Open 


The answer to the question whether 
President Roosevelt will respond to Herr 
Hitler's round-about suggestion that he 
try to arrange a truce conference may be 
found in one sentence of a report summar- 
ising a statement by the President at 
Washington; “He had received no official 
word from the German government.” 

There is the answer, complete and no 
doubt final. Herr Hitler has not asked Mr. 
Roosevelt to do what it was suggested he 
might do. All the arm-swinging and the 
oratory at Berlin is aside from the point. 
If the Fuehrer wants the President to pro- 
pose that the war be stopped, he hadn't 
Said so officially. And the cables are still 
open, the wireless is still working, and the 
United States ambassador at Berlin is 
still on the job. 

The fact is, Herr Hitler knows as well 
as anybody that a peace conference could 
get nowhere unless he paved the way by 
removing himself and his gang from the 
places of authority in Germany and per- 
mitting some body of trustworthy and 
responsible men to participate on behalf 
of that country. And he probably has a 
shrewd suspicion that the President 
would tell him so if he were asked to 
undertake to arrange such a conference, 


The Edmonton Field Available 


Residents of the city will without any 
doubt heartily endorse the invitation ex- 
tended by Mayor Fry to the defence auth- 
orities to use Edmonton's air-port as one 
of the training cenires in the plan to make 
Canada the training base for Empire war 
fliers. 

Decision must of course rest with the 
experts as Lo whether the Edmonton field 
is so situated as to fit into the scheme. 
But in any case the citizens will accord 
fully in the official assurance that the 
department is welcome to use the field, 
and also that any added facilities can be 
arranged for. 

The field is large, well laid out, well 
lighted, provided with good runways, and 
conveniently close to the city. Its fitness 
in these respects is apparent to all. It is to 
be hoped the technicians will also find 
that Edmonton is a point where training 
can be carried on advantageously in re- 
lation to other fields and the requirements 
of the nation-wide scheme. 

Hopeful as they are that the decision 
may be favorable, Edmonton people can 
have no desire to press local interests or 
local sentiment unduly. They will want, 
as broad-minded Canadians everywhere 
will want, that the training grounds be 
located where they will best fit into the 
national plan, to the end that our war 
fliers and those who come here from 
other parts of the Empire for instruction, 
may get the best training that can be 

given them. 


Working Toward a Balance 


Review boards under the Farmers 
Creditors’ Arrangement Act have cut 
farm celts in Alberta by 41.32 per cent, 
and in the Edmonton judicial district by 
44.27 per cent. In all, 3,419 applications 
have been dealt with. The average in- 
debtedness of farmers applying for ad- 
justment was $8,076, the figures in 
themselves sufficiently indicating the 
need of a compromise settlement. By 
action of the boards the average indebt- 
edness was brought down to $3,337. The 
saving in interest to the farmers concern- 
ed works out at $299 per year on the 
average. 

What this means in practical terms is 
that the debtors thus relieved will be able 
to spend more than they otherwise could 
out of their reduced earnings for cloth- 
ing, furnishings and things their families 
must have to live comfortably, and for 
implements and equipment with which to 
carry on their operations to better advan- 
tage under the handicap of product prices 
drastically lower than they were when 
most of the debts were incurred 

Business, which implies the community 
at large, benefits through the ability thus 
given to farm famil live more nearly 
on the normal sta. i despite lower 
farm-income. Since the reduced cost of 
living brought about by the slump in 
prices has been enjoyed by the credit 
ors, the latter are not in reality as badly 
deait with as the figures would suggest. 
For them, as for others, a dollar now goes 
as far as a dollar and « half went when 
the bulk of the loans were made.

Friday the 13th 


Friday the 13th brought bad news 
from the sea for both the Allies and Ger- 
many. A French tanker was burned off 
the Irish coast. Another British merchant 
ship was sent to the bottom. The British 
battleship Royal Oak was torpedoed and 
sank. And, on the other side of the ac- 
count, the Admiralty announced three 
enemy submarines were destroyed. 


On balance this chapter of disasters 
closed with a clear and very substantial 
margin in favor of the Allies. While the 
Royal Oak was an old vessel it was still 
serviceable and its loss as an effective 
fighting unit is not to be discounted. But 
the heavier loss, as in the case of the 
French tanker and the British tramp, is 
the toll of life. The Allies have plenty of 
warships left, there is no danger of 
France running short of oil or Britain 
of food as a result of the day's events. 
Neither in the naval nor the economic 
sense were the blows inflicted upon them 
serious. 

But Germany can ill afford the loss of 
three more of the U-boats. It had 70 of 
them when the war began, as far as 
outside information goes, less than half 
of these large size sea-goers. Their num- 
ber has been diminished by at least a 
dozen, and—what is even more important 


| —the rate of destruction has been acceler- 


ating. This suggests that the hunters are 
improving in technique, perhaps devising 
new methods of finding the quarry, and 
that Churchill’s swarms of sub-chasers 
are coming into action. 

The test of the day's events is to 
ask what would be the position 
of the combatants if their res- 
pective losses were to be repeated through 
succeeding days. Ten days at that rate of 
going would find Britain and France 
still with ample sea power and supplies of 
all needed commodities. But the loss of 
thirty more submarines would leave 
Germany's undersea fleet so depleted it 
would cease to be a formidable menace in 
remote waters, herdly larger in fact than 
| needed for shore defence at home. 


At least one German minority in 
Europe does not want to be repatriated 
| into the Nazi Reich. Germans in Hun- 
| gary, where there are 500,000 of them, 
| do not welcome the “come home” call. 
| They are descendents of German people 
| who settled there 200 years ago, and are 
described as being mainly prosperous 
| farmers and business men. No doubt they 
surmise, quite correctly, that it is their 
wealth rather than their welfare Herr 
Goering et al are thinking about.

Yet even the 
working-folk, it is agreed, are taking these taxes 
on food without complaint, It is their contribu- 
tion towards defeating Hitlerism. 

Conscription of wealth in the form of a 60 per 
cent levy on all profits in excess of peace-time 
profits, is introduced, with a hint from the Chan- 
cellor that a further conscription of wealth may 
come by tapping unearned war profits—such as 
increase in real estate values. Death dues have 
been increasel, while the surtax on high 
incomes is so steep that the movie star, ship- 
ping magnate or landed proprietor with an 
income of £150,000 is obliged to hand over 
£123,500 of it to the gevernment. 

No Labor government, bent on equalizing 
wealth-distribution dare have submitted such a 
budget. The seriousness of the British people 
in their conflict with Naziism is shown by the 
absence of protest, 

If war hits the British people so hardly, how 
much more heavily must it hit the German 
government, with a rapidly-rising burden of debt 
and virtually no reserve of gold. 

How very lucky we are to be in Canada 
these days. 


MAKES A LEVY 
ON WAR-PROFITS

This policy of the war government of Britain 
in imposing taxes on corporation profits points 
the way towards a logical method of raising 
money for the State. If the income tax, as is 
frequently asserted, is the most equitable kind 
of tax, then it is merely a step nearer to the 
source of incomes, when 
corporation profits are 
adequately taxed. Argument 
for this course is supplied in 
a new volume just off the press by E. D. Ken- 
nedy, late of the financial staff of “Time” maga- 
zine and the editorial staff of “Fortune.” His 
study of corporation profits is called “Dividends 
to Pay.” It contains some surprising informa- 
tion. He shows that the wealth of America is 
hecoming more and more closely held, and that 
this concentration of the national wealth is 
rapidly hastening. 

Taking the “good” years of 1925 to 1929, 
Mr. Kennedy shows that of the 450,000 incor- 
porated business concerns who divided about 
$8,000,000,000 a year profit between them, over 
two-thirds went to less than 1,000 corporations. 
By 1929 the share of the few super-corporations 
like General Motors, American Telegraph, Rey- 
nolds, International Nickel, etc., had grown to 
four-fifths of the total. When the depression 
years came none but the super-corporations 
made profits. “Business in this country,” he 
writes, “has become a question of the survival 
of the least competitive. ... Profits are almost in 
direct proportion to the extent to which com- 
petition has been eliminated.” 

The older Socialist writers like Karl Kautsky 
and Emile Vandervelde used to argue that the 
trustification of industries was part of the evolu-

* tion towards Socialism—that the Rockfellers and 


Harrimans and other organizers of mergers and 
monopolies were building up organizations that 
would be easily taken over and operated by the 
government when the time came for collectivism 
to take charge. 

Great changes spring from wars. This war- 
compelled method of raising revenues directly 
from the profits of corporations may introduce 
a new fashion for budgeteers. From conscrip- 
tion of wealth for the purpose of war to con- 
scripting profits for the purposes of peace may 
not seem a difficult or illogical step.

| Quebec’s Musketeers 


By BRUCE HUTCHISON 


Four practical Canadian politicians have 
gone down to Quebec on the largest assignment 
in the history of our politics. They have gone 
down there, Lapointe, Dandurand, Power and 
Cardin—to hold Confederation together in war- 
time. 

They do not look very glamorous these four, 
but there is about their mission something dar- 
ing, romantic and French. It makes you think 
of Dumas’ Trois Mousquetaires. Lapointe, in 
huge build, in jollity and appetite, in fine sim- 
plicity of character is Porthos to the life. Cardin 
is as cold and calculating as Athos, Power as 
daring as Aramis and Dandurand is certainly 
the perfect reincarnation of D’Ariagnan in his 
old age. 

They have staked their political lives on 
the outcome of the election, on the defeat of 
Duplessis, and no politician can do more. If 
Duplessis is re-elected, if the war policy of 
Canada is repudiated by a third of the nation, 
the four will resign from the government. 

It will be the end of two great careers in our 
politics, for Dandurand and Lapointe are too 
old to come back. Cardin and Power might live 
to see a better day with Quebec's re-awaken- 
ing. But in the meantime Duplessis’ re-election 
would be the greatest disaster this country has 
experienced since it was founded in 1867 and 
every French-Canadian wili feel cut off from 
the rest of Canada, from its war effort, from 
Laurier’s dream of a great united nation from 
coast to coast. 

What kind of men are these four who must 
carry almost alone the cause of Canada, and the 
dream of Laurier in this Quebec election? 
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Unique Creature 

Lapointe, of course, is a unique creature, one 
of the few great men of our generation in 
Canada. He has been longer in the Commons 
than any other man, has developed from a 
shambling small-town lawyer who could speak 
no English into one of the Empire's best orators, 
an international figure whose voice has been 
heard at the League of Nations in Geneva, at 
Empire conferences in London. 

He came into politics a typical French- 
Canadian from a village by the river, but some- 
how in these least promising material the spark 
of Laurier caught fire. Even as late as 1920 
when he made his first trip west with Mr. King 
he certainly did not look like Laurier’s successor, 
but since then he has grown not only into a 
Canadian nationalist, but into an international- 
ist. 

He, more than any of our statesmen, is the 
champion of the larger idea of collective security, 
of the League. He, better than any French- 
Canadian, sees the significance of the present 
war, its challenge to our whole way of life. 

He has grown larger physically also until he 
is a black giant, built on the general lines of 
our Douglas fir forest. His dark curls have been 

shorn off and his hair is graying but he still 

moves, when he is in action, with a fierce, 
jerky kind of force and seems, in the middle of 
his speeches, to be consumed by an inward fire. 
The words pour out, with a delicious French 
accent, the great arms wave, the hands gesticu- 
late, the eye flashes. And then, when it is over, 
he slumps into his seat beside the Prime Min- 
ister and listens to the enemy with a smile. 

Perhaps that is why all sides like him—-there 
is no bitterness in his nature, nothing to leave a 
| sting. Probably he is the happiest man in high 
office in this country, but if Duplessis wins in 
Quebec, if he loses this great final battle for the 
| unity of Canada, he will end his career in the 
| shadows.

The Grand Seigneur 

Dandurand is another type entirely—none 
of Lapointe’s earthy simplicity, none of his 
animal spirits and b.aff heartiness. Here, 
instead, is the exquisite French aristocrat, the 
grand seigneur of the Ancient Regime come to 
life in a tail coat. Put ruffles on him and a 
rapier and jack boots and you have Frontenac 
| reincarnated. 
|

His leadership of the Senate is a daily per- 
formance in swordsmanship, a continual fencing, 
| feeling out the weak spots in Mr. Meighen's 
| defense, thrusting here, pricking there, side- 
stepping with grace, when that is necessary. 

He is a short man with grizzled white hair 
| and close-trimmed pointed beard and tiny eyes 
that dart and flash. He jumps about with the 
quick motions of a sparrow. He has never lost 
his French accent, his habit of talking through 
his nose and dropping his h’s. He is, indeed, 
so exquisitely French, so much the statesman in 
manner, in word, in vivid gesture thai he is 
almost a stage figure, exaggerated for efiect.” 


The Terrier 

What a wealth of variety this French- 
Canadian race produces! Look at Cardin, who 
might come out of a different nation, a different 
blood from Lapointe and Dandurand. Here is 
the cold-blooded, scheming career man. Here is 
the small-town politician who hes risen by no 
gifts of brilliance, by steady work with the tools 
at hand. 

With him politics is a business, to be managed 
in a businesslike fashion. He sits silent and 
brooding in parliament day by day, a graying 
little man with the face of a wire-haired terrier 
and with a terrier’s teeth, and he thinks in terms 
of votes, politica) effects, constituencies, patron- 
age. Better than any man he knows the corner 
stores of Quebec villages, and how the habitants 
will vote in every district; knows the loca] Jead- 
ers, the jobs available, all the intricate machinery 
of politics in Quebec where poiitics is not a 
quadrennial bust, es with us, but a steady dey- 
to-day trade.

Eczema is niore apt to affect 
blondes than brunettes, because 
the blonde skin is more likely to be 
thin, dry and sensitive. 

Eczema is the most common of 
all skin disorders, and is fourd in 
both sexes at all ages. Although 
eczema may involve any part of 
the skin, it is commonly located on 
the following areas; the bends of 


the elbows, behind the knees, or 
the face, scalp, arms, legs, neck, 
and ears. 


Eczema occurs in a variety of 
forms and is known by a number of 
terms, thus it may be called Tetter, 


Salt Rheum, Weeping Eczema, etc. | 


It is most troublesome in the chronic 
form. In the chronic stage it may 
appear to clear up for a time, only 
to break out again later. In some 
patients it may have a_ seasonal 
incidence, becoming worse during 
the fall and winter months. 

The principal symptom of this 
skin disorder is itching, which 
may be so intense the patient says 
the skin feels as though it were 
on fire. Itching is almost univer- 
sally present, although in a few 
cases it may be absent. Insofar as 


treatment is concerned the patient! 


is generally interested first in the 
relief of itching, and second-y, in 
the clearing of the skin. 

Patients with eczema may de- 
scribe the skin as smartir.g or burn- 
ing. In addition there may be red- 
ness, blister formation, and per- 
haps the formation of pimples. The 
chronic cases may show scaling, 


| crusting, thickening and hardening 


of the skin.

this fluid is allowed to dry on 
linen it will cause the cloth to 
stiffen. When such oozing takes 
place, the patient is said to have 
“weeping” eczema. In the “dry” 
type, there is no oozing, but the skin 
upon examination will be found to 
be dry, scratched, and thickened. 
The normal appearance of the skin 
may be lost, to be replaced by a 
scaly appearance. 

Eczema may perpetuate itself by 
spreading, or in some cases the old 
areas will heal up and new patches 
will break out. It is not a contagious 
disorder. 
| The patient with chronic eczema 
is generally a very discouraged 
patient and often he will report that 
{he has “tried almost everything.” 
Various lotions and ointments will 
be used. These may clear the skin 
temporarily, but the results in the 
long run are disappointing as the 
eczema has a tendency to return 
once he stops using all preparations. 
It may return in anywhere from a 
week to a month to several months, 
and each time that it recurs the 
problem of relieving the itching 
again presents itsif.
